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2.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 
AREA 


LABORATORY  ARRANGEMENTS 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the 
Laboratories  of  Wigan  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Manchester,  and  the  arrangements  are  satisfactory. 
A report  on  every  examination  is  made  to  the  Public  Health 
Department. 

During  1962  reports  were  made  to  the  Authority  on  the  fol- 
lowing specimens:  13  Samples  of  Water;  24  Samples  of  Milk;  18 
Ice  Cream;  and  20  Ice  Lollies. 

AMBULANCE  ARRANGEMENTS 

During  the  year  Infectious,  Non-Infectious,  Accident  and 
Maternity  Cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  motor  ambulances 
belonging  to  the  Lancashire  County  Council  stationed  at  the 
Hindley  Ambulance  Station.  The  service  was  quite  satisfactory.

3.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Statutory  Water  Undertaker  is  now  the  Makerfield 
Water  Board,  which,  on  the  2nd  October,  1961,  assumed  respon- 
sibility for  providing  the  district  with  a sufficient  and  wholesome 
supply  of  water. 

The  water  supply  is  conducted  from  the  Rivington  water 
main  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation  to  a service  reservoir  at 
Westhoughton,  from  which  it  is  distributed  throughout  the 
district.  The  supply  is  constant,  good  and  sufficient,  and  the 
possibilities  of  contamination  are  very  slight. 

13  samples  were  taken  during  1962.  Six  were  submitted  for 
chemical  analysis  and  seven  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Of  the  six  chemical  samples  taken,  three  were  reported  to  be 
satisfactory  and  three  unsatisfactory. 

Of  the  seven  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination, 
six  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory. 

All  houses  in  the  district  have  a piped  supply  of  water  from 
the  main,  with  the  exception  of  two  houses  in  the  fields. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  drainage  system  is  of  the  usual  type,  storm  water  and 
sewage  being  carried  away  in  a common  sewer. 

Drain  testing,  flushing,  etc.,  is  carried  out  as  required. 

During  the  year  the  construction  of  the  new  trunk  sewer  was 
completed  and  the  Hindley  Green  Sewage  Works  was  closed  and 
demolished.

A weekly  collection  of  House  Refuse  is  carried  out  by  the 
Local  Authority,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

Ashbins  are  emptied  regularly  by  day  throughout  the  year, 
and  three  motor  vehicles  are  engaged  in  the  removal  of  refuse  to 
controlled  tips. 

There  is  no  destructor  in  the  district. 

The  Scavenging  of  streets  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Surveyor.  One  mechanical  sweeper  and  one  gully  emptier  are 
in  use.

No  formal  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  and  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  relating  to  the  ventilation  and  temperature  of  shops  and 
offices,  and  to  sanitary  conveniences.

A revised  housing  survey  would  be  necessary  to  ascertain 
reasonably  accurately  the  extent  of  overcrowding  in  the  district. 
During  the  year,  three  cases  of  known  overcrowding  were 
relieved  by  the  allocation  of  Council  Houses.

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5.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY 

An  adequate  supply  of  milk  is  produced  within,  or  is  brought 
into,  the  district. 

During  1962  24  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination,  the  standards  adopted  being  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test,  together  with  the  Phosphatase  Test  in  the  case  of  Pas- 
teurised Milk.  All  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(b)  MEAT 

There  are  no  slaughter  houses  in  the  district. 

Routine  inspections  are  made  of  meatshops,  etc.,  and  it  was 
not  found  necessary  to  take  any  legal  proceedings  during  the 
year. 


6.  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE 

During  1962,  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  requiring  hospital 
treatment  were  removed  to  the  Whelley  and  Astley  Hospitals  of 
the  Wigan  and  Leigh  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  as 
against  four  in  1961.  No  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Supplies  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  are  kept  at  the  Divisional 
Health  Office  and  local  Hospitals.

No  local  action  has  been  taken  with  regard  to  the  use  of 
measles  serum  for  prophylaxis  or  attenuation,  and  there  are  no 
existing  facilities  for  the  typing  of  pneumococci  and  for  the  pro- 
vision of  appropriate  type  sera. 


The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  and  habits  in  the  district 
remains  high,  and  the  cases  of  infestation  by  head  lice  dealt  with 
at  the  Clinic  were  few  and  were  successfully  treated  with  D.D.T. 
Emulsion. 


No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.

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DISINFECTION 

Disinfection  of  premises  and  materials  is  carried  out  by  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

All  dwelling-houses  are  dealt  with  on  death,  removal  to  hos- 
pital, or  release  from  isolation  of  infectious  cases. 

During  1962,  15  houses  were  disinfected  by  the  Department. 

Houses  are  disinfected  by  the  method  of  Formalin  Spray,  and 
it  is  usual  in  the  district  to  disinfect  after  Phthisis. 

The  Council’s  Disinfector  Station  was  used  during  the  year. 

CANCER 

40  deaths  (17  males  and  23  females)  were  certified  as  due  to 
Cancer  during  the  year. 

Facilities  for  Radium  treatment  are  available  to  Hindley 
residents  at  the  Radium  Institute,  Manchester,  and  at  the  Wigan 
Infirmary,  which,  for  this  purpose,  is  a sub-clinic  of  the 
Manchester  Centre. 

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS 

No  local,  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  176  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness,  or  for 
the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury  to 
the  eyes. 

The  administration  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920,  is  under- 
taken in  this  area  by  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  and  Hindley  cases  attend  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  Millgate, 
Wigan.

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Seven  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1962, 
six  being  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  one  case  of  Non- 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis.  Three  deaths  were  registered  during 
the  year,  two  from  Respiratory  and  one  from  Non-Respiratory 
Tuberculosis. 

Notification  of  the  disease  in  the  district  is  quite  satisfactory, 
and  no  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  relating  to  the  compulsory  removal  of  tuberculous  patients 
to  Hospital. 

The  subjoined  Table  shows  the  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and 
the  deaths  in  age  groups.

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Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report  for  1962. 

* 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1962. 

The  work  has,  I think,  been  satisfactory;  the  sanitary  circum- 
stances of  the  district  have  been  kept  under  close  observation 
and  attention  has  been  given  to  the  administration  of  health 
measures  generally. 

The  work  of  the  department  continues  to  increase  with  the 
growth  of  the  district  and  the  bringing  into  operation  of  new 
legislation. 

During  the  year  much  of  the  Inspector’s  time  was  spent  on 
matters  connected  with  Smoke  Control. 

Hindley  No.  1 Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative  on  1st 
July,  1962,  and  a survey  and  preliminary  work  leading  to  the 
making  of  Hindley  No.  2 Smoke  Control  Order  was  carried  out 
during  the  year. 

Slum  Clearance  has  continued  and  at  a much  quicker  pace 
than  in  the  previous  year,  mainly  because  62  new  Council  houses 
were  built.  37  families  (117  persons)  were  rehoused  as  against 
six  families  (24  persons)  in  1961. 

An  increased  number  of  applications  for  Standard  Grants  has 
been  dealt  with  and  it  has  again  been  a pleasure  to  see  the  five 
standard  amenities  installed  in  dwelling-houses  which  have  not 
previously  had  them.  Almost  all  this  work  has  been  done  in 
owner-occupied  houses,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  an  effort  was 
being  made  to  urge  the  owners  of  tenanted  houses  to  consider 
these  improvements. 
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Due  to  the  amount  of  time  which  had  to  be  spent  on  smoke 
control  and  housing  matters,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  make  as 
many  inspections  of  food  preparing  places  and  shops  as  I would 
have  wished,  but  the  inspections  made  have  shown  a satisfactory 
standard  in  general. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  licensed  premises,  including 
sanitary  conveniences. 

During  the  year  several  unfenced  plots  of  land  in  the  district 
were  used  by  caravan  dwellers.  This  led  to  serious  nuisances 
mainly  due  to  lack  of  sanitary  facilities  and  again  there  were 
complaints  from  residents  in  the  vicinity  of  these  sites.  Repeated 
calls  have  had  to  be  made  to  the  police  for  assistance  in  dealing 
with  the  difficult  cases,  and  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  thanking  the  officers  concerned  for  the  help  which  has  always 
been  readily  given.

HOUSING 

The  Council’s  five  year  plan  for  Slum  Clearance  came  to  an 
end  in  December,  1960. 

During  these  five  years,  eight  Closing  Orders  and  148  Demoli- 
tion Orders  were  made  and  six  houses  were  made  fit.  120  houses 
were  demolished  and  115  families  were  re-housed  in  Council 
houses. 


A further  three  year  plan  was  commenced  in  January,  1961. 
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The  following  figures  will  give  an  indication  of  the  position  at 
the  end  of  1962: —

At  the  end  of  the  year  an  area  comprising  20  dwelling-houses 
in  Bridge  Street,  Brookside  Place  and  Coopers  Yard  was  scheduled 
as  a Clearance  Area  and  it  was  decided  to  proceed  by  way  of  a 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order. 

From  the  figures  above  it  would  appear  that  the  Council  is 
likely  to  complete  its  three  year  plan  before  the  end  of  1963. 

Further  slum  clearance  will  still  be  necessary  as  there  are 
still  unfit  properties  in  the  district,  the  future  of  which  will  have 
to  be  considered. 

The  erection  of  76  Council  houses  and  60  bungalows  com- 
menced in  1962  should  bring  about  a great  improvement  in 
housing  conditions. 


Rent  Act,  1957 

This  Act  allowed  the  nett  rent  of  dwelling-houses,  subject 
to  certain  conditions,  to  be  raised  to  a sum  equal  to  twice  the 
gross  value. 

The  time  spent  on  this  work  was  not  as  great  as  in  recent 
years  and  it  would  appear  that  tenants  are  still  favouring  action 
under  the  Public  Health  Act. 
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During  the  year,  eight  applications  were  received  for  Certifi- 
cates of  Disrepair. 

Notices  of  the  Council’s  intention  to  issue  Certificates  were 
sent  to  eight  landlords. 

Undertakings  on  Form  K were  received  in  six  instances  and 
two  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued. 

No  applications  for  Cancellation  of  Certificates  were  received. 

No  applications  (Form  O)  as  to  the  Remedying  of  Defects 
were  received  and  no  Certificates  (Form  P)  were  issued. 


Housing  Act,  1958 

Section  43  permits  Councils  to  advance  money  to  applicants 
for  the  purchase  of  dwelling-houses  in  their  district. 

The  Council  make  advances  in  respect  of  houses  which 
comply  with  their  standards  of  fitness. 

All  such  houses  are  inspected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
prior  to  valuation  by  the  Surveyor. 

38  advances  were  made  during  the  year. 


House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959 

This  Act,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  14th  June,  1959, 
made  two  kinds  of  grant  available  for  modernising  older  houses: — 

(1)  The  new  (1959)  Standard  Grant  under  which  house 
owners  can  obtain,  as  a right,  half  the  cost,  up  to  a maximum  of 
£155,  of  installing  five  basic  improvements:  (a)  fixed  bath  or 
shower;  (b)  wash-hand  basin;  (c)  water-closet  in  the  dwelling; 
(d)  hot  water  system  and  (e)  a food  store. 
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(2)  The  existing  Discretionary  Grant,  under  which  half  the 
estimated  cost  of  more  extensive  improvements  may  be  paid,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Council,  subject  to  a maximum  grant  of  £400. 


Standard  Grants 

During  the  year,  59  applications  were  approved  and  64  grants 
were  made  for  work  completed  satisfactorily. 

The  following  indicates  the  numbers  of  the  five  standard 


amenities  provided  during  the  year: — 

(a)  fixed  baths  59 

(b)  wash-hand  basin  59 

(c)  hot  water  systems  52 

(d)  water-closets  in  the  dwellings  61 

(e)  satisfactory  facilities  for  storing  food  40 


There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  provision  of  the  above-named 
amenities  must  be  beneficial  to  the  public  health.  Possibly  the 
introduction  of  this  scheme  may  be  the  first  move  in  raising  the 
present  fitness  standard  in  the  Housing  Act,  1957.  I feel  the  time 
must  surely  come  when  a house  will  not  be  considered  to  be  fit 
for  human  habitation  unless  it  has  the  five  standard  amenities. 


Discretionary  Grants 

No  Discretionary  Grants  were  made  during  the  year. 


Council  Houses 

62  houses  were  built  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  1962  the  total  number  of  Council  houses  was 
1,255,  835  of  which  are  of  a post-war  type. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the 
Local  Authority  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

Three  vehicles,  two  of  the  rear  loading  dual-tip  type,  and  one 
of  the  side  loading  type,  two  with  a capacity  of  12  cubic  yards 
and  one  of  ten  cubic  yards,  and  17  men  are  employed.  Two 
vehicles  have  been  engaged  regularly  on  refuse  collection  and  the 
third  four  days  per  week,  each  with  a driver  and  four  labourers. 
The  latter  vehicle  has,  for  the  remaining  one  day  per  week,  been 
employed  in  the  collection  of  waste  paper  from  shops,  etc.,  and 
emptying  at  monthly  intervals  the  seven  privy  middens  which 
still  remain. 

The  collection  of  refuse  on  two  of  the  three  routes  has, 
I think,  been  generally  satisfactory  apart  from  holiday  times  and 
when  several  workmen  have  been  off  work  at  one  time. 

Refuse  collection  on  the  third  route  has  not  been  satisfactory; 
it  has  not  been  carried  out  regularly  at  weekly  intervals. 

Due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  dustbins  to  be  emptied, 
the  work  can  no  longer  be  carried  out  in  four  days.  The  time  has 
come  when  a team  of  men  wiill  have  to  be  employed  on  the  fifth 
day,  if  we  are  to  maintain  a regular  weekly  collection. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  two  tips  — Liverpool  Road  and  Leigh 
Road.  These  are  adequate,  will  last  for  some  years  yet,  and 
entail  the  minimum  of  haulage. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  exercise  some  control  measures 
but  is  has  not  been  possible  to  have  a really  controlled  tip.  Due 
to  shortage  of  labour,  a man  has  not  been  available  for  work  on 
the  tips.  Tipping  has  proceeded  and  once  every  ten  days  or  so, 
levelling  and  a little  covering  has  been  carried  out  by  the  use  of 
a hired  mechanical  shovel. 
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This  leaving  of  refuse  for  such  long  periods  is  very  unsatis- 
factory, and,  I think,  can  only  be  overcome  in  a practical  way 
by  the  daily  use  of  a Council  owned  mechanical  shovel. 

The  amount  of  refuse  to  be  dealt  with  continues  to  increase 
with  the  growth  of  housing  accommodation,  which  has  been 
raised  post-war  by  1,666.  There  are  7,104  dustbins  and  nine  pails 
to  be  emptied  weekly. 

The  number  of  loads  of  refuse  removed  during  the  year  was 
approximately  3,250,  and  the  weight  approximately  7,500  tons. 


DUSTBINS 

Since  May,  1951,  the  Council  have  exercised  their  powers 
under  Section  75/3  of  the  Public  Health  Act  to  supply  dustbins 
for  domestic  refuse,  such  expenditure  being  charged  against  the 
General  Rate  Fund. 

During  the  year  246  dilapidated  dustbins  were  replaced  and 
212  supplied  to  new  houses. 


SALVAGE 

Baled  waste  paper  is  sold  to  the  Thames  Board  Mills  Ltd., 
under  a five-year  contract. 

The  incentive  bonus  scheme  remained  in  operation  during  the 
year  but  was  nullified  by  the  restrictions  and  poor  demand  for 
waste  paper. 

Workmen  employed  on  this  service  are  allowed  a bonus  of 
33J%  of  the  price  obtained  on  all  collections  between  24  and  30 
tons  per  quarter  and  50%  of  the  price  obtained  on  all  collections 
exceeding  30  tons. 

Unfortunately  there  was,  during  the  year,  a restriction  on  the 
amount  of  baled  waste  paper  which  the  mills  would  accept  from 
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the  Council.  More  waste  paper  was  being  collected  than  could 
be  sold.  The  Council  decided  to  collect  and  bale  as  usual,  in  the 
hope  that  restrictions  would  be  lifted  in  1963,  and  accumulated 
stocks  could  then  be  sold. 

By  the  end  of  1962  restrictions  had  been  lifted  a little  and  the 
prospects  for  1963  seemed  promising.

MILK  SUPPLY 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  (No.  2) 
Order,  1958,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1958. 

Under  this  Order  the  Urban  District  of  Hindley  was  included 
in  Specified  Area  No.  8,  in  which  only  designated  mi’ik  may  be 
sold  by  retail  for  human  consumption. 

Number  of  registered  distributors  operating  from  dairies  in 
the  district:  4. 

From  the  1st  January,  1961,  licences  for  the  sale  of  designated 
milk  have  been  granted  by  the  County  Council  and  cover  a five 
year  period.

ICE  CREAM 

There  is  one  manufacturer  in  the  district.  The  premises,  heat 
treatment  plant  and  equipment  are  consistent  with  modern  stan- 
dards and  a high  degree  of  cleanliness  is  maintained.  The  num- 
ber of  retailers  of  iced  products  continues  to  increase,  and  we 
now  have  83  on  the  register.  These  are  chiefly  grocers’  shops 
and  mixed  businesses.  Each  is  provided  with  a modern  refrigera- 
tor and  sells  a pre-packed  product. 

The  grades  achieved  from  the  18  samples  submitted  to  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test  were  as  follows: —

ICE  LOLLIES 

20  samples  were  submitted  for  Bacteriological  examination:

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FOOD  PREMISES 


Inspections  were  again  carried  out  during  the  year,  with  a 
view  to  attaining  and  maintaining  a high  standard  of  hygiene  in 
relation  to  premises  and  to  the  handling  of  food  and  compliance 
with  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960.  Food  prem- 
ises generally  were  found  to  have  improved. 

Floors,  walls  and  ceilings  have  generally  been  kept  clean  and 
new  materials  have  been  used  to  make  impervious,  easily  cleaned 
surfaces.  Repair  and  re-decoration  have  been  carried  out  , after 
service  of  informal  notices.  Refrigerators,  display  cabinets  and 
protective  screens  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  contamination  have 
been  provided  in  some  shops. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Each  house  is  visited  and  enquiries  made  relative  to  the 
source  of  infection  and  general  home  conditions.  Recommenda- 
tions are  made  and  advice  given  regarding  isolation  of  the  patient 
and  care  to  be  exercised  by  contacts. 

Public  Libary  books  from  infected  premises  are  taken  over 
by  the  Public  Health  Department  and  disinfected  before  being 
returned  to  the  Library  for  re-distribution.  Books  in  an  unser- 
viceable condition  are,  by  arrangement  with  the  Librarian, 
destroyed. 

All  houses  are  disinfected  after  various  forms  of  infectious 
disease,  including  Tuberculosis,  with  a solution  of  Formalin. 

During  the  year  15  houses  were  disinfected  after  infectious 
disease.

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DISINFECTION 


Disinfectants  supplied  free  (liquid  and  powder),  special 
bottles  being  provided  for  the  liquid.  A charge  of  6d.  is  made 
for  the  first  bottle  and  is  renewed  free  in  exchange  for  the  empty 
bottle.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

Domestic  Smoke 
Smoke  Control  Areas 

Hindley  No.  1 Smoke  Control  Area  became  operative  on  the 
1st  July,  1962.  The  area  covers  approximately  113  acres  on  the 
Castle  Hill  and  Hollins  Housing  Estates  and  included  419  Council 
houses  and  three  privately  owned  houses. 
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During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  North  Western  Gas 
Board  carried  out  the  necessary  adaptations  and  provided  gas 
ignition  where  necessary  in  the  Council’s  houses. 


Development  has  proceeded  on  the  Hollins  site  and  all  the 
new  houses  and  bungalows  are  within  the  No.  1 Smoke  Control 
area.  The  bungalows  (62)  are  heated  by  means  of  electric  under- 
floor heating,  but  the  houses  are  provided  with  approved  coke 
grates  and  gas  ignition. 

During  1962  a survey  of  the  proposed  No.  2 Smoke  Control 
area  was  carried  out  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  an  Order  was 
made  and  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment for  confirmation. 


Industrial  Smoke 

Informal  action  only  has  been  necessary  during  the  year. 
One  factory  chimney  emitted  smoke  in  excess  of  that  allowed  by 
the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958,  and 
remedial  measures  were  carried  out. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

One  part-time  operative  is  employed  by  the  Authority.  All 
complaints  of  infestation  by  rats  and  mice  were  effectively  dealt 
with  and  the  operative  made  frequent  inspections  throughout  the 
district.  Farms,  refuse  tips,  sewage  disposal  works,  municipal 
undertakings  and  private  premises  were  kept  under  observation 
and  infestations  attacked,  with  excellent  results. 

The  sewers  were  treated  twice  during  the  year,  after  a ten 
per  cent  test  had  been  carried  out,  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

THE  RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT, 

1951 

This  Act  is  designed  to  secure  the  use  of  clean  filling  materials 
in  the  manufacture  of  upholstered  and  other  prescribed  articles 
which  are  stuffed  or  lined,  such  as  bedding,  toys,  and  baby 
carriages. 

All  premises  on  which  rag  flock  and  other  filling  materials 
are  so  used  must  be  registered  by  the  Local  Authority. 

One  premises  where  upholstery  work  is  carried  on  is  regis- 
tered by  the  Council. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

This  Act  provides  for  the  licensing  and  inspection  of  Pet 
Shops  by  Local  Authorities.  Its  main  purpose  is  to  secure  suit- 
able accommodation  and  treatment  of  animals  during  the  time 
they  are  kept  on  the  premises  awaiting  sale. 

One  pet  shop  was  licensed  during  the  year. 

CAMPING  SITES 

We  have  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  district.
